Another great company, "limited," 
that is without capital but to bo crea- 
tive of it, ia theEupion Gas Company. 
Mr. Aspinwall author of the "Open 
Board" at the Exchange, conceived a 
rare plan by which to float Eupion gas 
shares at tho London E.xchauge, and 
to clear out of $15,000 invested the 
comfortable profit of ?1, 250, 000, or 
thereabouts. Ho set at work his stool- 
pigeons to buy and sell on time Eupi- 
on shares, all of wiiich wore in his 
own strong box. To do this brokers 
were employed. Tho broker who 
sold short and could net furnish the 
shares was compelled to pay the differ- 
ence in the market to the broker who 
bought; as in the Loudon Exchuiigo 
the broker is, by rule, an insurer of 
the ability of his principal to do us ho 
agiees, or to pay the difference. Had 
Iklr. Aspinwall been conteut with 
fleecing bis brother brokers to the 
amouiit of three or four hundred 
thousand dollars, he niight have escap- 
ed; but hia chief aLool-pigeon.au insol- 
vent, also in arrest, having sold 1.5,-

The 'Gazette des Hopitaux' contains 
a curious article on this subject. Dr. 
Ponzii, director of the lunatic asylum 
,..( at :Ale.8S9ndi'ia, Piedjmont, having con- 
ceived the idea that the solar rays 
might have some curative power in 
i^iseasas of the brain, communicated 
bis views to Father Socchi, of Eouie, 
who replied in the following terms: 
"The idea of studying the disturbed 
'afate.' of liltiatics in connection with 
magnetic perturbations and with the 
colored, especially violet, light of the 
sun. is of remarkable importance, and 
I consider it well worth beinii culti- 
vated." Such light is easily obtained 
by filtering the solar rays through a 
glass of that color. "Violet," adds 
Father Secchi, "iius something melan- 
choly and depressive about it, which 
physiologically causes low spirits; 
hence, no doubt, poets have draped 
melahoholy in violet garments. Per- 
haps violet light may calm the nervous 
excitement of unfortunate maniacs." 
He then in his letter advises Dr. Ponza 
to perforin his experiments in rooms 
the walls of which nro painted in tho 
same color as tho glass panes of the 
windows, which should be as numer- 
ous as possible, in order to favor the 
action of solar light, so that it may bo 
admissible atauy hour of tho day. 
Tho patients should pass tho nights 
in rooms oriented to tho east and the 
iiouth,aud painted and glazed as above. 
^ Pr, .J^o^za,, following the instructions 
^ of the learned Jesuit, prepared several 
rooms in the manner described, and 
kept several patients there under ob- 
servation. One of them, affected with 
morbid taciturnity, becanio gay and 
alTablo after three hours' stay in a red 
chamber; another, a> maniac who re- 
fused all food, asked for some break- 
fast attor having staid twenty-four 
hours in tho same red chamber. 
In a blue one, a highly excited mad- 
man with a straight waistcoat on was 
JCiSpt all'day; an hour after he appear- 
ed inuoh calmer.

Au euquiry was hold jesterdajr before 
Ohas. Todd Esq., Deputy Corbner into tho 
oiroumataucea attending tlio doath of 
"Wallor Fiulaysou who was found daaj in 
his bed at the St. George Hotel yeblor- 
day morning. Tba following gentlemen: 
R. Plummer, D. A. N. Ogilvio, Wm. 0. 
Davis, Ohaa. Hampton, Benj. Shaw and 
Jos. Wiloox bCkvirig been impanelled and 
sworn, proceeded to view the body aiad 
on returning Mr. Plummer was chosen us 
foreman. Tho lir.st witness called wan 
Dr. J. B. Matthuws, M. K. C. S., who 
deposed that tboro wore no oxtorual 
marks of violence and that from h bottle 
\rhioh bad qoQtained prussiu acid being 
foaiid in the roum he thought deceased 
bad oome to bis death by that poison, 
the appearance preReuted by the body 
beiDg,alBO calculated to prodaoa that im- 
pression on his luuul. 

J. J. Jacobs swoni. Wnsi tho j)roprielor 
of the St. George Ilotel. Docoasod did 
not come down , to brouUfast at his usual 
fime^andliiti.fiMss asking if the $^rvant 
had dleained deceased's boots was told no, 
they were not ontsido as usual and the 
Chiuaranu could not got thoia. Witness 
sent up to havo doce:iaod waked up; the 
servants returned Buying they could not 
make anyone hour. Witnes.s then wont 
himself about 10 a. m., and after knook- 
iog discovered that the key was on the in- 
side of tho door. Procured a key which 
unlocked a second door leading into de- 
ceased's room, and on oponiuK it saw de- 
ceased's hand in a strange contracted po- 
sition, and on obtaining a glimpso of his 

'.faoia being alarmed by its pale and sallow 

^appearance, relocked the door and 
weotm search of Inspector Bowden, out 

•toeeting officer White, witness asked him 
to go back with him. The Constable 
after seeing the body, examined the room 
and discovered the bottle already alluded 
to and a scrap of paper with some writing 
on it in lead pencil. Constable White 
told witness the rimi was dead and look- 

''ingthe door andwent in search of Inspec- 
tor Bowden. A small blue bottle wis 
prodaoed and identified by witness as tiie 
one found by Constable White. It wus 
on the bureau when found. In answer to 
the Foreman, witness said he consideio.l 
deceased to be a person of intern peruto 
habits and gave evidouca to show that he 
iras in great want of money, baviuR 
inade promises to pay which he had not 
kept, ic, and witness believed him to bo 
greatly depressed in mind. Saw deceased 
last about six o'clock on Thursday night 
and heard him again about 9 going out 
of the house; but could not say when he 
went to bed. Considered that deceased 
was not sober when he saw him last. 

Inspector Bowden aworn— Deposed that 
about 10:30 a.m. Constable White report- 
ed that a man named Finlayson was found 
dead in his bed at the St George Hotel. 
Witness obtained tho key and found tho 
body just as it was left by tho constable 
and last witness, ond ns seen by the jury. 
Witness described tho finding of the bot- 
tle and paper in the place mentioned by 
last witness, and stated that on enquiring 
amongst the druggists he found that tho 
said bottle came from Mr. Shotbolt's and 
that it oontoined pruasic acid. Witness 
also identified a scrap of paper produced 
as being the one found with tho bottle. 
The writing on .'the paper read as follows: 
Dear Father :- ' 

Tbia ik iaot mo. I conid not help it. I 
am done. .. . (Signed) Walteb. 

Witness searched deceased's clothes 
and found a pocket book containing let- 
ters from his father, 25 cents, a gold 
ohain and a pocket knife. 

Thos. Shotbolt sworn — Deposed that 
deceased camo to witness' store on Wed- 
nesday eveniog between 8 and 9 o'clsok 
and asked for some prussio acid. Witness 
refased to give him any; but deceased de- 
fiPFibed himself as a medical man wko 
had studied at King's Collego, London, 

J St. Thomas' Hospital, and had served six 
months at the Lock Hospital; also stating 

. that he was well known to Dr. Matthews, 
asd witness need not bo afraid to let him 

.iJi^ye the poison. He told witness like- 
wise a plausible story about an old dog 
which he wished to destroy but had not 
the heart to shoot, and witness having 
asked him one or two qnestiouH respect- 
ing the doses of prussio acid usually 
given as medicine, etc., which deceased 

- answered satisfactorily, gave him the bot- 
tle before mentioned containing aboat 6 
drachms deceased promising to return 
what he did not nse for tho dog. 

Dr. Matthews recalled, said in answer 
to tho foreman that if deceased had taken 
the whole of tho acid said to bo in the 

■ bottle when furnished by last witness it 
would have killed him before he reached 
the bod, but he could have taken a dose 
snfBoieQt to oa^nse death and yet place the 
bottle where it'Was found , and laid down 
in the bed'beford death ensued. Witness 
was satisflod that ducoased had died from 
tho effects of i>ru.iHic acid. 

J. H, Turner sworr, deposed that he 
had a letter from Broad wood i Son, of 
London, authorizing liiui to advance do- 

^e^sed about $25, and enclosing his por- 

- ^- fraii and iignatiuife lo enable witness to 

identify h im. This money witness gave 
■ to decoosod in tho end of Deoembor or 
; beginning of January last. Had also 
given him 850 on tho 17tli March would 
let him have other small suras if ho had 
, r'Mk#d for them. Docoascd was expecting 
I j^papney from bis father to whom ho had 
ielagrapbedi' and was in a low state of 
mind respecting his future prospects. 

Dr. W. Wymond Wnlkom, M. D., gave 
•vidsncQ to tho effect that ho had been 
■lightly acquainted with docea ed in 
Gl^nada, and from couversations ho had 
i^old with deceased ia this country ho 
' believed him to have studied medioioe, 
and that Mr. Shotbolt was justified in 
mPPlyina bim ^ith the prusifip^^oid. '

ffampl* Booms Salodnj'dvpdiiaihiil^a* 



ceased bad had a bottle like the one pp<ii: 
duced in bis possession for two nights 

back, and was showing it and, saying that 
its contents wore suiBoient to kill sovoral 
people. Deceased was in witness housu 
on 'Thuradny night, between 10 and 11 
o'clock. Ho was not sober, ond witness 
saw him to the doorcof :the.St. Gcprge 
Hotel, and dBOdased said be would go to 
bed. Witrie8S'^9icl^ not sei him ogain. 
In nnswerto a juror, witness'said deceased 
told him he was going to poison a dog. 
Deceased did not, in his opinion, exhibit 
any depression of spirits. 

'This closed tho evidence, and tho Jury, 
after retiring for a short time, brought 
in a yefdiot to theeffedt]tbat the, deceased 
died from, the effect: 'of pruEsio acid, 
administered' by jiiinBell .,wbilo laboring 
under temporary insanity. 

Seriona Kunawny Accident. 

About ll/i o'clock yesterday afternoon 
Chief Engineer Wriglosworth, Assist- 
ant Engineer Stephens and Mr. K. D. 
Saunders of the Fire Department, were 
returning from a visit to tho dockyard, 
Esquimalt, via Craigflower road, in a oar- 
riago drawn by two horses and driven by 
S. Whitloy. Tho horses took fright while 
descending the hill near tho junction of 
Craigfl)}w;9P,,aBdj . Esquimau roads. The 
driver tried to rein them in, but lost con- 
trol, and as they swung round into Es- 
quimau road the Tohicle was capsiaod 
and driver and passengers tlirowu into 
tho road and tho carriage smashed. With 
the wreck at their heels tho affrighted 
animals dashed along the road toward tho 
Arm bridge, near '-the • western 'end of 
which thoy overhauled aoarriage in which 
wore seated Mr. John Robsou, Paymaster 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, and Mr. 
J. Hunter, C. E. Tho driver of the se- 
cond carriage, being warned of the ap- 
proQchi.ig danger, reined his horses into 
tho side of the road, when Messrs Rob- 
sou and Hunter leaped, o^l;,.e,Boapiqg da:, 
jury; but the horses, staftlecl'by tbo rush 
of tlio first tftam, ran ofT, upsetting and 
breaking tlio carriage in their fright and 
Blightly injuring tho driver. They ran to 
tho bridge where one of tlie horses was 
injured und both were • stopped. The 
other horses dashed - aoross-tfae bridge 
and were stopped when near town. Mr.

Chinese Cheap LABOB.-The ex-Ooveru • 
ment organ professes to be very indignant 
because tho contractor for tho Baynos 
Sound colliery railway will bo ullowc'd to 
employ Chinamen ou tho work. Ao tho 
enterprise is a private ono wo cannot seo 
that the Government can prescribe the 
description of labor that shall bo employ- 
ed in its e.^ocution. Public opinion, 
some day, may become so pronounced on 
tho point that even private orgnnizationa 
like the Baynes Sound Co., for instance, 
will consent to insert in specidcations for 
work required a clause that "no Chinese 
shall bo employed on the contract." Par- 
ties tendering would then understand 
their poSitiObSi^t&orottgbly ' and would 
shape their bidsaocordingly. Until pub- 
lic sentiment is sufficiently settled on tho 
point, however, all wo oan do is to de- 
mand that Government work shall be per- 
formed by white labor. Will our con- 
temporary aid u^ in effecting this refor- 
mation? or will it^ as it did last summer, 
(when we urged the then Govornmoat to 
protect the white workingman) denounce 
white laborers as lazy and dissolute and 
declare that plenty of Chinese cheap labor 
is the only thing necessary to make tho 
country great, prosperous and happy. 

In Rijahoh. — The Government steamer 
Sir Jamos Douglas, with Mr. Gamsby's 
party of railway engineers, sailed hence 
on the 2d of Februory last for Gardiner's 
Inlet, about 350 miles north of Victoria.

23rd, 187G, as the only hope of secur- 
ing that just ftniancial legislation and 
pure govornment which is indispons- 
iibie to their welfare. 

Nashville, April 5. — The Colored 
National Convontion organized to-day. 
Fred Douglass and other signers of 
tho card agairst calling the conven- 
tion at Nashville were severely criticiz- 
ed.

Ill the House of Commons, thin 
evening, Jenkins gave notice that ho 
would quGHtion the Goveriunent about 
an Ottawa telegram, published here, 
reporting that Mackenzie, Premier of 
the Dominion of Canada, had in the 
Canadian House of Commons, on tho 
4th inst., complained of tho construc- 
tion by tho Govornment of the United 
States of tho Treaty of Washington, 
and said he would ask, if true, what 
course England would adopt. 

Tho Under Seoretary.for the For- 
eign Department, in reply to a ques- 
tion by Goldsmid, said it was true 
that Spain claims arrears of war taxes 
from British aud other foreign resi- 
dents, notably Americans, whilst the 
French, German and Belgian resideats 
aro exempt.

The 15th of April is the great kite 
day for Nagasaki.

The people all 
assemble on the top of Kompira, a hill 
about eleven hundred feet 'liight.
